THE ERECTION OF THEIR GREAT CHURCH. 


A Sbort Description of the Mission Building of 
dan Lavier—its te Over estigated—

ARTICLE III. 

The success of the mission of St. 
Dominick of 1650 in converting the 
hesthen Pimas into Christian Papa- 
gos attracted the attention of the 
centers of the Roman Church, and un- 
covered a rich field for missicnary 
labor in Pimeria. About this time 
was witnessed the conversion and sang 
tification to the gospel ministry of a 
man who certainly proved the sincerity 
of bis professions, and even this brief 
nr gp will cause him to be re- 

ed as one of the most eminent 
— of America. Eusebius Kuhn 
was a young man, and professor of 
mathematics in the University of 
idstadt, Germany. While greatly 

uced in physical strength by «a 
fever, he vowed that if God would 
spare his life its remnant should be 

ed to Christianizing the heathen. 
He recovered and fulfilled’ his vow to 
the letter. He adopted Francisco 
Xavier as his patron saint and teok 
the saint’s name, Francisco, as his 
own. He is variously called Kino, 
Caino and Gaino by different writers, 


especially Kino by the Spanish; but.“ 


as these forms are corruptions, the 
German, Kuhn, is preferable. His 
labors among the Arizona Indians

The same year that Tucson was re- 
garrisoned (1694) Kuhn started for 
the Gila river country. He visited the 
Casa Grande, which the Pimas call 
Chichiticala, or red house, and Monte- 


zumas mansion. He was astonished 


General Vasquez and Padre Mark 
over a century and a half before, for 
even then it was fast decaying. Only 
One story is left now, and in a very 
short time its site will be marked only 
by asand dune. With the statement 
that the Chichiticala was built by the 
Pimas while enjoying a higher state 
of civilization, the proof is reserved 
for another paper.

Metheds of Packing Mutter. 

Attention is being called in this 
country to a so.newhat novel method 
for packing butter, especially recom- 
mended for small dairies and where 
the housewife, early in the season, 
puts down a few crocks of butter for 
summer's use. The butter is first 
made with ail ible care, and is, 
after working, rolled into small cylin- 
drical balls, four or five inches long 
and not to exceed a couple of inches 
in diameter. These rolls Gre then 
wrapped in muslin cloths and the 
ends drawn over. A large crock is 
then nearly filled with strong brine, 
and these rolls of butter are immersed 
in this solution. A fallower is put 
into the crock to keep the butter from 
floating. The butter as wanted can 
be secured without disturbing the 
mass, as is necessary when packed into 
tubs, and it is then always tresh. The 
butter will not absorb salt from the 
brine, for the reason salt and butter 
never make alliances under any cir- 
cumstances, and as the butter will not 
take up additional moisture, there can 
be no possibility for it to take up extra 
salt. Being imm in the brine it 
is seen that it is impossible for it to 
be influenced by the air, and this in 
itself would hold natural chaoges in 
the butter in check so that the devel- 
opment of lactic acid wonld on 80 
slowly that if the brine was kept in a 
place of quite low temperature and 
quite uniform, the possibuity of the 
butter ne a would be very 
small, at least before needed for the 


le. ; 

Another method is to thoroughly 
wash out the butter, while in the 
granular state, with weak brine, and

salting or working in small muslin 
bags holding two or three pounds 
each, tie them up and put in brine the 
At the las:

Mest Valuable lasecticides. 
la answer to several inquiries fora 
list of the leading insecticides we say, 
that there are six substances now gen- 
erally im use, viz: tobacco, soap, 
hellebore, arsenic, petroleum and 
pyrethrum. The effective pase of to- 
: is the narcotic principle called 
nicotine. The vapor of tobacco is 
found more effective and less injuri- 
ous, than either tobacco smoke or a 
decoction of the stems. The tobacco 
stems are used like a mulch in the 
garden, or scattered on the green- 
house plants. Soap is one of the old- 
est remedies. Hellebore, the root of 
reratrum album, ground to powder, is 
useful for only a limited number of 
inpect’ pests. It is the best remedy for 
the currant worm, and most of the 
saw flies. Arsenic is employed as 
Paris Green or London Purple, and is 
effective wherever it is safe to 
use the deadly poison. Paris Green be- 
came popular as a remedy for the Col- 
orado potato beetle. London Purple, 
anjarsenical insecticide of recent in 
traduction, is a refuse material in 
the manufacture of analine dies. Pe- 
troleum ie now being largely used in 
destroying insects, either in the crude 
state or as kerosene. Two parts of the 
substance are thoroughly mixed with 
one of sour milk, and afterwards di- 
luted with water before spraying upon 
the infested plants. Pyrethrum has 
beep in use as an insecticide for many 
yeats, under the name of Persian In- 
sect, Powder.” It is the pulverized 
flowers of several species of the genus 
Prrethrum, members of the great sun- 
flower family of plants. A species of 
Pyrethrum is now being largely grown 
in California, and furn‘shes “Buhach,” 
the ‘comparatively pew insecticide 
known in the trade. The pyrethrum 
powder acts only by contact, and 
needs to be applied directly to the in- 
sects, Unlike the arsenical com- 
— 7 it is harmless to man and the 
arger animale. Other iscecticides em 
ployed to a limited extent are sulphur; 
bi-eulphide of carbon, carbolic acid; 
solubie phevyle; camphor: coal tar 
and gas lime.

Rushreem Growing. 


Mushrooms may be grown in almost 
any place thet furnishes a rich and 
moist bed, and sufficient heat for the 
subterranean portion of the plants. 
Mushrooms have no use for sunshine. 
They are very extensively grown in 
large caves near Paris. Any low, 
propagating house, or even a cellar, 
the air of which can be kept charged 
with moisture, will answer. Well fer- 
mented stable manure is best suited 
for furnishing the nourishment and 
required artificial heat for the plants. 
From one-fourth to one-third of d 
loam should be mixed with the ma- 
nure. The bed needs to be from a 
foot to eighteen inches thick, flat and 
thoroughly packed. When the tem- 
perature of the bed is about event. 
degrees, usually a week or ten de ys 
efter being made, the spawn is io tro. 
duced: Two inches of the surfare of 
the bed is removed, snd pieces of the 
spawn are scat over the top, 
patted down with a pelle, and 
the surface material returried. By 
spawn is understood the fine filaments 
of the mushroom, that have been dried 
in “bricks” of earth. In somewhat 
the same manner yeast is preserved in 
a dry state. The subsequent work 
of the mushroom bed will be the 
gathering of the crop, adding liquid 
manure occasionally, and keeping « 
moist atmosphere and an even tem- 
perature. 

Mushrooms have been grown on 
the floors of cellars in conical beds, in 
tubs and casks, in stables, railway 
arches, and in beds in the open 

ad. In short, mushroom-grow- 
ing requires no greater skill than 


that sed by the ordinary 
directed in a particu- 
ar direction. The mushroom 


spawn is usually kept for sale by seeds- 
men, anda small mount for a trina 
bed can be procured at little expense. 
There is always @ quick market for 
fine mushrooms in the large cities. 


To keep cows in full flow of milk a 
long time, rapid and clean milking is 
necessary. e cow naturally con- 
tracts the passages so as to hold up 
and prevent its wasting under the 
manipulation of the milkman's hand. 
She relaxes these muscles for a time, 


cows, however, will do this a long 
time, and with a slow milker the milk 
is again held up after a few minutes. 
What comes after this must be ob- 
tained much more slowly. A poor 
milker rarely bas patience to strip 
the bag clean. Milkmetf understand 
this and will not keep a slow milker 
on any consideration.
